No stretch of the imagination is called for in

war;’ For three days before he began Jiis attack the 
whole front from ilontdidier to Noyon was swept 
by French artillery, and inio that hell the Oemians 
already diavc poured over 2CO,000 men in dense 
e masses. The enemy is using his best troops, for he 
knew he would encounter jtowerful resistance from 
fh'c start, and he, theyefore, is weak, iiiiig by that 
much his sinking ana for offensive operations else, 
where. A few days ago Major-General Maurice, 
now military expert of The London Daily Chronicle, 
pointed out that if the Crown Prince attempted to 
ivalize further upon the Aiane operation he would 
have to draw upon the northern berman reserves, 
that is, the reservtsi which are massed l^hin4 the 
' German fronts east of Amiens and in Flanders. This 
was before the opening of the present attack. It 
would seem that a few more days like Sunday and 
yesterday will make this imperative, but in such 
a rase the enemy will have to reckon with the 
British, Krcneli and Americaq forces who, we may 
be sure, would strike heavily ■with the first opening. 

As in all the other enemy offensives this year 
the greatest pWigrcss made by the attacking forces 
baa been in the centre, the farthest point pciie-* 
trated there by them being seven miles from the 
stariing place, over ground literally paVed with 
their dead and wounded. On the flanks the Germans 
have been generally .held, altlioiigli on the French 
right our Allies have had to rectify their front by 
withdrawing it to the south of RihecrniTt, sis miles 
northwest of Compiegne. In the Aisne offensive the 
enemy centre covered twelve miles in the first two 
days; in Flanders it penetrated nearly ten miles, 
and in the first great rtish in March the third day 
found the head of the advance fourteen or fifteen 
miles from the original line. In those advances, 
howeverj the enemy either had effected breaches in 
the Allies’ front or bis gr. fit .suiK-rioriiy in men per¬ 
mitted the infiltration of bis troops ilirongb places 
where there was no opposition, thus accelerating 
the retirement of the defending forces. 

In the present instance the greater part of the 
German advance represents the inevitable progress 
of superior forces over jKisitions wrecked by artil¬ 
lery and held by cohering troops in accordance 
with well-known French military practice. Since 
the Germans have reached the battle positions their 
progress has been much smaller, and they frequent- I 
ly lose their gains to counter-attacks. On the other | 
hand, it is not necessary for them to advance a.s far 
ill the prespnr oprrations as they di.l in tiicjr other 
•nfferisivcs to obtain important strategical objectives, 
the most valued of which is f'ompiegne and tbe 
wooded ground between the Oise and the Aisne 
on their left. Hut none of these objectives is worth 
the price tiie^ are paying any more than their 
gains in Flanders were worth tbe aarpifiee they 
made for them, as the sequel already has shown. 

The nature of tl ■ Prencli dvfcnee iinturslly im- 
pute.s heavy losses upon oin- a., i. hut relati.'ely 
few prisoners are bmi''-.' them to- tj.-.i:-. •' '-.q 
to have taken only fi.OOO, and Bcriin includes 
wounded in its prisoner total.

GOOD POTATOES 


TO EXAMINE POWERS 
TO SUPPRESS NEEnNGSl 


The situation with regard to preval¬ 
ence of tuberculosis was reported to the 
City Council last evening by the City 
Health Officer (Dr. A. O. Price). 

.The doctor being now n a position to 
rei>ort with regard to pulmonary tuber¬ 
culosis In the cKy. stated that ’Twenty- 
eight cases were registered during ths 
month as being In the city. There were i 
probably more cases which have not yet I 
.been reported. Hrveral cases have, 
! come from outside the city. One death 
occurred from tbs disease during the 
month, that of a patient who had come 
fr 4 >m- TranquiUs. UBS suksk. before.** — 
Infeetieus Oiaeaee. 

He rtports a cojie of emaJlpox. the 
sourced infection being undeterroled* 
prtbobly Imported from outside. Three 
cases of scarlet fever were notlfted. all 
tVnr Cases being under treatment at the 
Isolation Hospital. Three eaaea of 
measlee are reported, and alsteen of 
German measlee. In the last named 
Instance the doedor aasra the epidemic 
seems to have almost subsided. 

Vital Btatistica. 

There’ were forty males and thlrty- 
flve females registered In May. of 
whom alxty-three were bora In the 
month. Thirty-eighty deaths and 
twenty-seven marrlagea took place. 

Foodstuffs and premises where fttod 
Is sold, tenitar}’ Inspector Lancaster 
reported, have had very good atten¬ 
tion and tittle fault was found during 
the month either with the food or 
prwmlaee. The food ctMidemncKl com¬ 
prised t $.6 pounds cf salmon and one 
dres s ed fowl. The foodstuffs brought 
to the market were Invariably of good 
quality. 

Condition of Oaieiea. 

He reports the dairies in the dty are 
In good order. While some outside the 
city are satisfactory, he says that other 
proprietors must m^e drastic changes 
In their habits or their llcenaea will 
have to be refused. He reports aa 
improved condition with the aampiea 
of fnllk taken, which were teeted for 
bntterfat and sediment. Further pro¬ 
gress has been made In biingiag the 
laundries up to requiremeat.
